made for the western point on the Si- 
berian coast, passing to the castwar 
and southward of New Siberia Islam 
striking the main land between th 
mouth ol the Indigirka and the mout 
of the Lena. If he reached the coas 
early enough in the summer, he ough 
to have found fishing stations at th 


mouth of the Yama, Indigirka and oth- 
er smaller streams flowing into the 
Arctic, and thus have obtained succor 
much nearer than the Lena. It is pos- 
sible, however, that he did not reach 
the mainland until 
after the fishing 


stations had all been abandoned, and 
tho fishermen had retreated up 
the 


rivers to the winter villages. 
At the 


mouth of the Lena there is, I believe, a 
permanent settlement, and this seems 
to have been the appointed rendezvous 
for all the boats 
If the third boat 


failed to reach the rendezvous agreed 
upon, the conclusion by no means fol- 
lows that it is lost. The crew may 
have found an inhabited station nearer, 
or been picked up by a Russian or 
native fishing boat, and carried or guid- 
ed to some other place of safety. 
In 


such a case (hey may not be heard from 
for a month more after the arrival of 
the other boats. 
They should not be 


given up as lost until we have heard 
1'rom all the villages along tl.c Yama, 
and the Judigirka, and from Nizhuika- 
lyn, which, as a place of refuge, was 
quite near, and quite as accessible as 
the mouth of the Lena. 


The retreat of the boats across 300 


miles in the encumbered Arctic sea to 
the coast is a remarkable achievement, 
paralleled in Arctic history only by the 
retreat of Barents and his men from 
the northern extremity of Novoya Zem- 
bla, and of the crew of the Jcgetthof 
from Franz Jose! land. The fact that 
DeLong and his men were three months 
at sea and on the ice in open boats be- 
fore they reached the mouth of tho 
Lena, is a fact which tells of itself a 
mournful story of hardship and suffer- 
ng, and more than accounts for the 
pitiable condition" in which DeLong's 
•cw at last arrived. The

DONE IN THE DAEK. 


D»P»tr Sheriff Duff, of DoVngtie, 


Knocked Down «nd Bobbed of I1J6 


Lit Night. 


While walking toward the Union depot 


last night between 10 and 11 o'clock, Mr. 
A. W. Duff, deputy sheriff of Cass county, 
Michigan, who was in company with a 
stranger named O. 8. Beck, was struck 
on the head with a sand-bdg by one or 
two men who were following him, and 
knocked senseless to the ground. The 
scene of the cowardly assault was near 
Mr. D. W. Brenneman's residence on 
Franklin street, north of the city park. 
When Mr. Duff recovered bis senses he 
found himself lying in the mud near the 
sidewalk, his b,ead badly bruised back of 
the ear, his forehead cut, and his nose 
bleeding. On searching his pockets he 
found that his pocket-book, which con- 
tained 


$175 IN CASH 


and a lot of official papers and Dotes had 
been stolen. He at once gave the alarm 
by blowing a policeman's whistle he had 
with him, but he failed to fiud an officer 
until he had reached the depot, where be 
found Officer Tucker, to whom he related 
the manner of tbe assault and robbery.

Mr. DufT thought he would come to 


Decatur and pay his relatives a visit, and 
last night near the opera house he met 
the man for whom he had been looking. 
The name of the alleged criminal is 0 
S. Beck, the man who was with the offi- 
cer at the liienneman corner at the time 
of 
the 
assault 
and 
robbery. 


Mr. Duff had taken Beck in custody, and 
both were on their way to the depot when 
the officer was struck. Beck look ad- 
vantage of the si'uation and disappeared 
in the darkuesi, as did also the two un- 
known men who felled the officer to the 
ground and relieved him of his valuables, 


Mr. Dull is not of the opinion that his 


assailants were friends of Beck, although 
their action atiorded the prisoner a splen- 
did opportunity to escape. Every possi- 
ble effort will be made by our county and 
city officials to discover a "pointer" that 
will lead to the arrest of the parties who 
robbed Mr. Dull', and tbe Dowagiacofficer 
will continue bis search for Beck.

to the editor of the Chicago Time*, is of 
interest to all parents of school children 
and boards of education:

19.—To the iMitor: To correct a puhlic misap- 
prehension, allow me to say through your col- 
umns that the regulation recently adopted ijy 
the State board of health,requiring that from 
and after the 1st day of January, 11-82, no child 
shall tic admitted to the public schools of this 
state without a certificate of success! ul vacci- 
nation, was adopted by tho board under the 
law authorizing mild board to establish nanlta- 
ry regulations for the state, and h thfretorc 
valid and obligatory upon school ollicers and 
teachers in charge of schools. Thid regulation 
was not intended to reijulro a new ecrtiticatc 
of vaccination for those children who have 
already, under local health regulations like 
those of Chicago and several other cities of the 
state, presented such certiticates. The Rim of 
the state board is simply to extend throughout 
tho 'state a regulation which has been found 
effective In the cities, and which may help to 
save our people from the invasion of a malig-
